Status of Claims 

Claims 55-57 are pending. Claims 1 -54 and 58-82 have been cancelled. 

Response to Restriction 
Applicants affirmed the election of Group I, claims 55-57 and species of Example 3, 
where substituents were as defined in the previous office action. In response to 
applicants request, PG in structural formula (a) is now ethyl or t-butyl in addition to 
methyl. 

The following rejection applies in view of the amendment made. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 56 Is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 56 recites the limitation "Ra", third line from the bottom of claim 56, page 3 
of the amendment filed 1 0/22/04. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim. 

Claims 55 and 57 are allowed. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Offlce action.
